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PRELIMINARY  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK 

FOR 

WYOMING 
May  1,  1954 

The  snow  cover  throughout  the  state  has  receded  considerably 
during  the  past  month  because  of  below-normal  precipitation, 
accompanied  by  abnormally  high  temperatures. 

Snow  melt  during  the  month  has,  in  most  areas,  recharged 
the  soil  to  its  maximum  capacity,  so  that  all  additional  melt 
will  be  runoff.  On  this  date  one  year  ago  the  soil  was  still 
extremely  dry  and  absorbed  an  appreciable  amount  of  the  May  1 
snow  pack. 

Valley  precipitation  during  the  winter  has  been  considerably 
below  normal  and  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  high  elevation  snow 
cover.  The  snow  line  is  therefore  at  higher  elevations  than 
normal  with  a resultant  decrease  in  the  area  of  the  snow  pack. 

In  general,  the  forecasts  of  the  seasonal  (April  - September) 
flow  in  Wyoming  have  been  reduced  5 to  15  per  cent.
